Miner Says He 
Warned About

NORDEGG, Alta, Jan. 13. — 
(CP) — Jack Parker, a former 
Edmonton miner and a pit boss in 
the Brazeau coal mine here, 
where 29 men died in an explo- 
sion last Oct. 31, today testified he 
told Mine Manager James Stew- 
art about a month before the 
blast that there was gas in the 
mine. 

“Mr, Stewart just said, ‘What the 
hell do you know about gas?’” 
Parker told the Ewing royal com- 
mission, investigating the causes of 
the disaster. “Then he immediately 
got up, in his office in the lamp- 
cabin, and sent the men to work.” 

C. M. Macleod of Edmonton.| 
counsel for the Alberta lands and 
mines department, asked Parker to 

describe his reaction to that.

Big Italo Supply 
Ship Torpedoed 


LONDON, Jan. 13—(CP)—The 
admiralty announced tonight a 
§,222-ton Italian supply ship had 
been torpedoed, another Axis sup- 
ply ship of medium size had been 
set afire by gunfire and an Italian 
mine-sweeper sunk by British sub- 
marines in the Mediterranean. 

The admiralty identified the 
minesweeper as the Santa Pietro, 
and said the supply ship, the Sirio, 
was damaged seriously. 

“This ship was last seen in tow 
and the enemy may have succeed- 
ed in getting her into a harbor,” 
said the communique, 

A surface attack by a submarine

$600,000, 000 
Victory Loan 
Is Announced 


OTTAWA, Jan. 13—(CP)—Fin- 
ance Minister Ilsley announced 
today that Canada’s second vic- 
tory loan of this war, to be placed 
before the Canadian public next 
month, will be for $600,000,000 
The loan will be offered about 
ithe middle of February. It will be 
for the same amount as the first 
victory loan in June, 1941. 

No details have been given as to 
the interest rates and yield of the 
new bonds, 

CONFIDENT OF SUCCESS 

“With the intensification of the 
war it is clear that we shall need at 
least $600,000,000,” said Mr, Ilsley 
today, “and it is this amount that 
will be our objective in the victory 
loan drive which will take place 
from about mid-February into 
March.” 

Mr. Ilsley expressed confidence in 
success of the new loan, to be float- 
ed under the new national war fin- 
ance committee, of which G. W. 
Spinney, Montreal, is chairman. 

“In a fight for existence,” said 
Mr. Ilsley, “Canadians will, 1! 
know, respond to our appeal for 
the financial means of pressing 
©n te victory, Victory is the goal 
and the second Victory Loan is 8 
means to that end. Only victory 
Can assure olir continued freedom. - 

“The money is needed and I am 
confident that, a8 in the past, it wil! 
be forthcoming.” 

While the forthcoming loan will 
be the fourth major issue of gov- 
ernment bonds since the war start- 
ed, it will be the second loan float- 
ed entirely for war purposes and 
thus called “Victory” loan. 


THREE PREVIOUS LOANS 

The three previous Canadian 
loans of this war were: 

January, 1940 — $200,000,000 loan 
subscribed to the extent of $321,- 
276,850 cash. 

September, 1940—$300,000.000 loan 
subscribed to the extent of $324,- 
248,300 cash. 

June, 1941—$600,000,000 loan—the 
first Victory loan —subscribed to 
the extent of $710,958,950 cash.

“Some of the most interesting 
things that have happened,” she 
once stated in a letter, “cannot, un- 
fortunately, be told till the war's 
over, as they concern public fig- 
ures.” Although still in her early 
thirties, she has shared the confi- 
dence of many of the most famous 
figures in the world, In the early 
days of the war, Correspondent 
Kirkpatrick attended a reception 
for the King and Queen of England. 
The Queen asked that Helen be 
presented, Whereupon Her Majesty 
told the young newspaper woman 
that she read her articles every day 
Miss Kirkpatrick was the only cor- 
respondent who saw the Duke and 
Duchess of Windsor when they came 
to England a few weeks after the 
war started, They “interviewed” 
the American woman journalist. as 
they weren't allowing any inter- 
view themselves. 

FUNNIEST EXPERIENCE 

“Definitely the funnfest experi- 
ence I've ever had.” Miss Kirkpa- 
‘rick once stated in a letter, “was 
in connection with my Own paper. 
Their London correspondent, Wm. 
Stoneman, took me on, with their 
permission. But they must have 
thought he intended to use me as 
a ‘leg man,’ and not that I was to 
do any writing. “He went off to 
France suddenly on October, 1939. 
and Leland Stowe dashed off to 
Finland a week later, leaving me 
alone and in charge of the office. 
When I went to Chicago... in the 
midst of a lecture tour, both the 
Editor and the Foreign Editor asked 
ine if I wished to remain on the 
aper as a member of the Foreign 
Staff, They added, each of them. 
‘Of course, we don’t have women 
on the staff of the C.D.N’ I am on| 
the staff. and I've never discovered 
what they've done to reconcile tra- 
dition with reality!” 

In September, 1939. when “Miss 
Kirkpatrick joined The Chicago 
Daily News staff in London, she 
had founded and was publishing in 
‘hat city the “Whitehall News Let 
ter." a weekly digest similar to the 
“Kiplinger Letter” circulated from 
Washington. The “Whitehall Let- 
ter" is cabled to Washington for the 
American subscribers.

Salum Capture By 


British Reported 


CAIRO, Jan. 13—(AP)—The capture of Salum, tighten- 
ing Britain’s encirclement of hold-out Axis troops in the Hal- 
faya sector, was announced by British Middle East head- 
quarters today as Imperial vanguards more than 300 miles tc 
the west pressed on the retreating enemy’s heels. 


Between 7,000 and 8,000 Axis 
troops were believed to be tsolat- 
ed in the area near the Egyptian- 
Libyan border. : 

Salum had been used by the Axis 
only as an outpost because its har- 
bor is dominated by British ar: 
tillery and the British forces also 
have long held the nearby Salum 
barracks. Capture of the village, 
therefore, was important chiefly as 


strengthening the siege of the Axis 
forces. 


A Transvaal Scottish regiment 
took the village, an outlying post 
of the German-Italian Halfaya 
(Hellfire) Pass position, a com- 
munique said. 

“About 350 prisoners were cap- 
tured,” it reported, “of which rather 
more than half were German.” 

Advanced British mechanized 
forces were reported to have 
reached the road from Agehaila, on 
the Gulf of Sirte, to Marada, a de- 
sert city 70 miles to the south, 
“along which general line the 
enemy appears to be preparing to 
make a stand.” 

The Royal Air Force, in addition 
to providing effective support for 
the advance troops, was said to 
have heavily bombed Halfaya.

over, divided leadership would have 
a bad effect on the morale of the 
troops, already reported deterior- 
ating. The bitter cold, the lack of 
proper clothing and shortage of ra- 
tions because of transportation dif- 
ficulties, are factors bound to have 
a bad effect on morale. 

In connection with supply dif- 
ficulties, the German Trans-Ocean 
News Agency carried a dispatch 
saying the daily transport of food, 
clothing and equipment to Rum- 
anian troops east of the Dnieper 
had been “temporarily” discon- 
tinued. If this means the troops 
are expected to live off the coun- 
try, they will find it next to im- 
possible. 

From the military standpoint, the 
German position remains bad, The 
Russian advances continue all along 
the line and Hitler is reported re- 
liably to have abandoned his head- 
quarters at Smolensk in face of the 
Russian threat. There seems to be 
no question of a German counter- 
offensive this’ winter, but only of 
how far the army will withdraw 
before it finds positions it can hold. 
The increasing difficulties of win- 
ter transportation over the extend- 
ed German line may make that 
withdrawal deep. 


CALL UP MORE MEN 

Reports from Berlin say that 
Germany is calling up army reserv- 
ists and starting a recruiting drive 
This is explained by a _ Berlin 
spokesman as advance preparation 
for a spring campaign. However, it 
seems more likely that it would be 
to reinforce the sagging German 
lines and make up for the dwin- 
dling support of the Rumanian and 
Hungarian allies 

At home, the Germans are living 
on reduced meat rations, and their 
slender clothing allowance has been 
sharply cut, It has not been poss- 
ible to keep them in complete ig- 
norance of the setbacks in Russia, 
the heavy casualties, nor the suf- 
ferings of the men. The entry of 
the United States into the war has 
not raised their spirits. 

In the occupied countries, the 
spirit of revolt is rampant. The 
subjugated peoples are bidivg 
their time to turn on their op- 
pressors, This means that large 
forces of occupation must be 
maintained everywhere, immobi- 
lising men needed for the fronts. 
Yugoslavia is a striking example. 
The Germans have not been able to 
Subdue the fighting Serbs. The 
latter are even reported to have ob- 
tained airplanes to use against their 
invaders, who have been forced out 
of a large part of the country,

The ventilation 
condition naturally changed from 
day to day and almost from hour 
to hour.” 

Pit Boss Parker, who said he 
had mined for 19 years in the Ed- 
monton district before moving to 
Nordegg early last July, told the 
commission that in his opinion 
the Brazeau mine “was getting 
really dangerous" in the two or 
three days before the explosion. 
The “main course” of ventilation 
was “all right” but this did not 
apply to “dead ends” such as the 
actual explosion area, Parker said 
under cross-examination by M. M. 
Porter of Calgary, counsel for Bra- 
zeau Collieries Ltd. the mine 
owners, 

Parker said he had found gas and 
was starting to mention that fact in 
his report, when John Armstrong, 
pit boss later killed in the explo- 
sion, noticed what he was doing 

“He told me, make out those re- 
ports just the way they were done 
before, so I did” 

The previous fire boss reports 
had asserted without variation that 
there was no gas, that the ventila- 
tion was “good,” the walls and 
roof “safe,” and the supply of tim- 
ber “sufficient”. 

Referring to his problems while 
still a fire boss, Parker remarked, 
“I don't think we were fire bosses, 
we were coal pushers.” 


NO INSTRUCTIONS 

Michae} O'Neill, fire boss on duty 
at the time of the accident, said he 
was appointed fire boss by Pit Boss 
Armstrong about a month before 
the explosion, but that Armstrong 
gave him no instructions on how 
to do the job. 

“I take it that he knew I knew,” 
said O'Neill, who had testified on 
Monday he has been qualified since 
1927 to do the work of a fire boss. 

O'Neill joined three previous 
fire-bosses witnesses in urging that 
fire bosses be controlled directly by 
the mines branch. 

PROVINCE IS URGED TO 
CONTROL FIRE-BOSSES 

NORDEGG, Alta., Jan, 13—-(CP) 
—Fire-bosses in Alberta coal 
mines should be completely con- 
trolled by the provincial mines 
branch instead of by the mine 
companies as at present, Fire Boss 
Graydon Minue told the Ewing 
Royal Commission Monday, 

Minue was firé-boss at the Braz- 
eau mine here on the midnight to 
8 a.m. shift just before the shift in 
which an explosion killed 29 men 
at about 9 a.m last Oct. 31. Mr 
Justice A. F. Ewing. of the Alberta 
Supreme court, is commissioner of 
the inquiry. 

Robert WRyte, another fire-boss 
in the mine, testified it had been 
his custom ever since he began 
fire-bossing here 19 years ago to 
write “none” opposite the words 
“noxious or inflammable gases” in 
his official daily inspection repor.s 
whether there actually was gas or 
not 


USUAL CUSTOM 

Whyte said this practice was the 
custom among the fire-bosses and 
had been ever since he could re- 
member, but he said no one ever 
specifically instructed hi; to -dopt 
such a practice. 

At the afternoon session Minue 
in discussing his job as fire-boss 
told the commission “The miners 
were always chasing me for cars to 
load coal and the company was 
chasing me for coal. I was sort of 
between two fires.”

Malta yesterday reported five aic 
raid alarms. 

Since the war began, Malta. has 
had more than 1,000 alarms, re- 
cently as many as 10 a day. 

The importance of the base was 
indicated only last Wednesday when 
the air ministry announced that 
planes from Malta had subjected 
the Axis airdrome at Castelve‘rano, 
Sicily, to a devastating eight-hour 
attack, destroying 44 Axis planes 
and disrupting a big-scale effort to 
fly troops to the hard-pressed Nazi 
forces in North Africa.

When implement dealers urge farm- 
ers to not buy new implements, that 
is news. They are reported to be do- 
ing this now, in response to a request 
from the Government. Instead, farm- 
ers are advised to repair the imple- 
ments they have, and to get orders in 
early for parts they will need. There 
is said to be no immediate danger of 
a shortage of parts, because these are 
being turned out 50 per cent faster 
than in 1940. But always in the back- 
ground of such regulations and assur- 
ances is the possibility that the grow- 
ing demand for munitions may later on 
require a far heavier proportion of 
available materials, and factory facil- 
ities, The advice to order early would 
therefore seem to be good. 

The reference at present is to im- 
plements which will be needed for the 
spring work. But foresighted farm- 
ers may not be making a mistake if 
they infer that this is also a good time 
to look over the binder and other pieces 
of harvesting machinery and lay in 
whatever parts may be needed a few 
months from now to put these also in 
workable condition. 


The Best In The West 


During the ten years from 1931 to 
1941 the population of the three 
prairie provinces increased by only 45,- 
000. These figures carry their own 
commentary on the conditions which 
prevailed throughout the prairie region 
over most of that decade. Drought and 
depression each did its share to pre- 
vent the population of this great area 
growing at the normal rate for even 
old, well-settled and fully developed ter- 
ritory. The days of the homestead rush 
are, of course, gone, but the west is 
still young, and only bad times, gen- 
eral and persistent, can account for so 
poor a eta f 

The same factors are reflected in 
the figures by provinces. Manitoba 
shows an increase of 22,000 in round 
numbers, Saskatchewan a loss of 34,- 
000, and Alberta a gain of 56,000. And 
in Alberta the districts hardest hit by 
drought suffered actual loss of popula- 
tion, while the bulk of the gain occur- 
red in the central and northern dis- 
tricts where crops were uniformly more 
favorable. Alberta, it is thus shown, 
stood up better than either of the 
other provinces through the difficult 
times, and the central and northern 
parts of this province better than the 
others. 

This is the one bright spot in the 
census return. However, unsatisfactory 
conditions have been in this section of 
the west, they have been better here 
than elsewhere. The city of Edmon- 
ton has in fact for a considerable num- 
ber of years been gaining population 
one third as fast as the average gain for 
the whole three provinces. 


The Canadian Front 


The basic Japanese strategy in the 
Pacific is the same as that of its Axis 
partners in Europe—to spread its 
forces over the largest possible area in 
the shortest possible time. It was with 
this object in view that unwarned attacks 
were made simultaneously or almost 
so upon United States and British pos- 
sessions scattered all the way from the 
Hawaiian Islands to Singapore. These 
initial moves have been followed by 
new attacks on other outposts of these 
powers, and an offensive against the 
Netherlands East Indies is now being 
developed. Japan now has six large 
scale expeditionary forces fighting on 
land in the south Pacific, while its sea 
and air raiders have made attacks and 
repeat-attacks on as many more points, 

What is in the minds of the Japan- 
ese war chiefs, beyond these outpost at- 
tacks? Do they imagine that if they 
captured the Philippines, Malaya, the 
Dutch East Indies and even Hawaii, the 
United States and Britain and the 
Netherlands Government, and the 
twenty-three countries in alliance with 
them, would sue for peace? Nothing of 
the kind. They know better. 

What must be in their minds is that 
these insular operations are only the 
preliminaries in the struggle, to be fol- 
lowed in due course by an all-out attack 
on the United States itself. Aside from 
that supposition there is no sense in 
their present strategy. For should they 
gain their present objectives, this 
would leave them in the position of 
having to defend these by maintaining 
long sea lines of communication subject 
to attack anywhere and everywhere. 
The conquest of the South Pacific ter- 
ritories could only be consolidated by 
carrying the war to this continent and 
compelling Washington and its Allies 
to ratify the changes of ownership. 

No one knows better than the 
schemers at Tokyo that the most de- 
sirable base they could have for an at- 
tack on the United States is British 
Columbia, That Canadian province is 
within relatively easy sailing distance 
of Japanese ports, is sparsely populat- 
ed, and offers landing places favorable 
for capture and holding. Given control

of the British Columbia coast, sea, air, 
and eventually land attacks could be 
made upon the United States more 


place. Just as surely as the Tokyo 
gangsters know the United States can 
only be defeated on its own home 
ground, they know that Canada's west- 
ern coast is the logical base from which 
to launch an attack on the republic. 

Those who still think of the Can- 
adian army only in relation to the de- 
fence of Britain or an invasion of, the 
continent of Europe had better study 
their maps and make a re-survey of the 
Situation as this has been changed by 
Japan’s action in opening up the Pacific 
front. The coast of this Dominion 
is a sector in that front—the sector 
which Japan must occupy if it is to 
bring its war to a successful conclusion 
by forcing Washington and the Allied 
powers to hand over their possessions 
in the southern Pacific. 

Canada’s forces, in ample numbers 
and with ample equipment of all kinds, 
should be massed on Canada’s Pacific 
front. Theré—not in Europe or Africa 
—is now our particular danger and our 
particular responsibility.

When Churchill Gets Home 


Multitude Of Problems Await His* 


Decision; Biggest Job In 
The World 
By HAROLD L, WEIR 
There is no doubt that the premiership 


. of Great Britain is the biggest job in the 


world. 

It is fortunate for the Empire and for 
the world that an extremely big man 
occupies it during these trying years. 

The real calibre of Mr. Churchill's 
ability appears, not so much when he is 
working at his job, as ‘ 
when he goes away and 
leaves that job to others. 
He grows, then, by com- 
parison. 

For instance, the Brit- 
ish press and the British 
people right now are 
anxiously awaiting his 
return from the United 
States because a multi- 
plicity of problems de- 
mands his immediate at- 
tention, 

One of these problems Harold L. Welr 
is the necessity for saying something de- 
finite about the loss of Hong Kong and the 
threat to Singapore. Major Clement Att- 
lee, acting prime minister, made a sad 
mess of it last week, says the London 
Times and the Daily Mail. 

In fact, the reaction of the entire Brit- 
ish public to Major Attlee's tacit admission 
that the people had been wantonly de- 
ceived about the strength and defensibility 
of Hong Kong was one of derision and 
impatience, 

Everyone seems to be confident that 
Mr, Churchill can explain the matter more 
satisfactorily and keep the record straight. 


No Lies 


As a matter of fact. Mr. Churchill’s 
blunt truthfulness is his greatest asset in 
holding on to the public confidence. Mr. 
Churchill has never promised anything. 
From the very beginning he has declared 
that the war would tax everybody's capac- 
ity and that all he could offer was hard 
work, suffering and sacrifice. 

It definitely was not in the Churchil- 
lian tradition that some ill-advised spokes- 
men spoke grandiloquently about Hong 
Kong’s impregnability some two weeks 
before it fell. 

Yet this deceptive and shameful abuse 
of the public confidence was what Major 
Attlee attempted to defend. 

In the judgment of the Canadian public, 
at any rate, there is no shame in taking a 
licking. But there is shame in trying to 
maintain the poisonous myth that we are 
invincible just because we are British. 

There is something almost: criminal in 
the attitude that we more carefully cover 
up every loss and every weakness and 
blame them all on something else. There is 
something dreadfully dangerous in our in- 
ability to confess we have made a blunder. 

This is NOT Mr. Churchill's way. Both 
the British public and the Canadian pub- 
lic will be happier when he gets home and 
sets his colleagues right. 

It is part of the Christian doctrine that 
no man can approach galvation until he 


first realizes that there is something sadly 
7 fundamentally wrong with his natural 
self. 

It seems to me that our salvation in 
this war can only be approached by a 
similar road. 

That has not been our way hitherto, 

Particularly in this country it is true 
that an observer almost forfeits his re- 
spectability when he ventures to criticize 
public leaders in England. Thus, when I 
objected, the other day, to what appeared 
like a confession from Major Attlee that 
the truth about Hong Kong had been dis- 
torted certain patriots accused me of try- 
ing to throw a monkey-wrench into the 
war effort. 

Well, I may be wrong, but I am con- 
vinced that the real monkey-wrenches are 
not criticism, but the current assumption 
that British victory will be an act of God, 
instead of an increased effort on our own 


part, 

It is utterly ridiculous and certainly 
deadly dangerous to assume, as many of 
our own people do, that by merely being 
British we can win the war. It is equally 
ridiculous and dangerous to subscribe to 
the notion that the British are incapable 
of mistakes or stupidity. 

It is criminal folly to reverently raise 
all public leaders above criticism. They 
must have our resp€ct and confidence, of 
course, But an election is not a consecra- 
tion. Public office, in a democracy, is not 
a sacred thing. 

If it were—well, every vote against a 
government would be heresy and to turn a 
government out would be blasphemy of 
the darkest type, 

We are an imperfect people. Our lead- 
ers are not gods. There is no disgrace in 
admitting it. Indeed, until we admit it 
and face it, we can never start to win the 


war. 
Candor 


Mr. Churchill’s appeal and his value lie 
in his absolute candor, his refusal to prom- 
ise what he cannot perform and his in- 
sistence upon facing facts. 

Mr. Churchill is needed rather badly in 
Britain just now where these cardinal 
principles of his seem to have been for- 
gotten by some of his colleagues. 

But this is not the only’ problem Mr. 
Churchill will need to face on his return. 

That scarlet perennial, the status of 
India, is in bloom again and requires 
skilful care. 

While left wing opinion in Britain has 
long been nagging the government to give 
India dominion status, Conservative opin- 
ion has remained static. Now, following 
a powerful appeal from India for this con- 
cession, even Conservative opinion begins 
to believe that something further should 
be done. 

The need is particularly acute since the 
Moslem faction in India has joined in the 
demand. And it is mostly from among 
Moslems that India’s fighting men are 
recruited, 

It requires a man of large intellectual 


stature to be prime minister of Britain at 
any time. It requires a colossus in time 
of war. 

That is why Mr. Churchill should be 
protected from the inefficiency and old- 
school-tie vanity of some of his colleagues.

All Possible 


What the President proposes is possible. 
It is nothing more than that, but it is not 
possible unless there is a radical recon- 
sideration of the present organization and 
administration, Mr. Willkie’s remark to 
this effect following the President's speech 
was a loyal warning. 

The problem is one of authority and co- 
operation of complete, centered respons- 
ibility, plus the widest decentralization of 
administration, the creation of an esprit de 
corps of the whole nation, and its creation 
in freedom. 

The failure of democratic governments 
adequately to understand that authority is 
not incompatible with democracy is one 
reason for the demise of democracies, 

The production program cannot be 
tealized unless the President makes one 
man, a man who combines terrific drive 
with great tact and patriotism, completely 
responsible for this program, with a place 
in a small war cabinet, and authority over 
even army and navy purchases. 

We cannot win a war of the dimensions 
of this one with authority checking and 
balancing itself into chaos. Neither can 
it be won from Washington alone. Author- 
ity must devolute itself to the farthest 
peripheries of the nation, and allow de- 

ocracy to function—the heroic effort of 
every voluntary group. If the state goes 
on trying to absorb into itself every energy 
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acrifices From People 


of life, we shall be caught in a dead mae 
chine and strangled in paper. 

The Nazis know this, They are despotia 
to the core of their purpose, but under- 
standing the nature of total war, of which 
they and the Japanese are the authors, 
they have developed, in the mechanics and 
economics of wart, a far greater decentral- 
ization and fludity than the bureaucratic 


democracies. 
Disloyalty 


Under the first shock of the attack upon 
us, there is a natural tendency of all to 
“trust the government” and any criticism 
risks appearing as disloyalty, But the very 
passion that we have for our country and 
the greatness of our cause demand that 
we do not demobilize thinking. A sub- 
missive America can be regimented, but 
not liberated into creative action. 

The nation must consider how to win 
this war, and that consideration will call 
into question rigidities, inefficiencies, lack 
of authority with responsibility, outworn 
habts or organization and behavior even in 
the armed forces, and petty jealousies be- 
tween agencies whose spheres of activity 
and responsibility are not delineated. 

All attacked nations have gone through 
a period of confusion and silence. The 
first shock has meant a sort of spiritual 
demobilization, And the reawakening to 
new strength has come through the quality 
of the leadership. The President has this 
leadership to an extraordinary degree. But 
he must use his authority to make clean 
decisions, cut red tape, give people and 
groups complete responsibility, kick them 
out if they fail, and thus create the cons 
fidence that will mobilize the .entire

Canada demonstrated to the satisfaction 
of the newspaper men who accompanied 
Prime Minister Winston Churchill on his

It was taught by many people—by the 
shopkeepers, by the policemen, by the help 
in hotels, by the men jin charge of press 
arrangements for the Churchill speech in 
the House of Commons and by the officials 
of the government, 

It could be summed up by the old boast 
so often heard in the United States when 


the republic was younger, and now being 


revived 

“We can lick anybody in the world.” 

Except that in Canada it is put in re- 
verse, which is as effective, if more cour- 
teous: 

“The Empire and its allies will win in 


the end.” 
Certainty 


While this calm certainty regarding the 
outcome of the struggle is the essence of 
the lesson, the component parts are im- 
portant for the things they separately 
teach. 

First, there is the fact that Canada has 
been at war long enough to take in its 
stride many of the obstacles that are sur- 
mounted in Washington only after con- 
fusion and bother and much running 
around in circles. 

The press amgangements for the Prime 
Minister’s speech provide an example and 
a contrast. When Mr. Churchill spoke be- 
fore Congress in Washington there was a 
sudden decision on the part of some one 
that cards issued to White House corres- 
pondents—cards that ordinarily are ac- 
cepted as identification anywhere—would 
not be honored, Instead, there was an un- 
expected ruling that only the much more 
common cards permitting entrance to the 
press galleries of the Senate and House 
would be accepted by police outside the 
Capitol. Wise correspondents always carry 
all the cards they acquire in Washington, 
Some unwise ones did not have their gal- 
lery cards that day, and were put to the 
task of talking their way past policemen 
who nad their orders, intended to obey 
literally and would tolerate no back talk. 
And that, in Washington, is a task, indeed! 


Simpler 


In Ottawa it was simpler. One red 
“press identification card” was issued to 
accredited correspondents. It was signed, 
incidentally, by the Gentleman Usher of 
the Black Rod and by the Associate Deputy 
Minister for Public Information. Instruce 
tions had been given to policemen, to gale 
lery attendants, to every one, in fact, likely 
to come in contact with visiting newspaper 
men, that that card must be honored. 

And honored it was, so readily and with 
such cheerfulness that newspaper men ac- 
customed to dealing with the idiosyns 
crasies of policemen and guards in Wash- 
ington, New York, Chicago and way points 
in the States marvelled at the treatment 
and exclaimed: 

“Why, they get as much fun up here 
out of helping you as they do at home out 
of pushing you around!” 

In the press gallery at Ottawa the 
treatment was as courteous as that accord- 
ed in Washington by Harold R. Beckley 
and William J. Donaldson, superintend- 
ents, respectively, of the Senate and House 
galleries, For it should be pointed out that 
Messrs. Beckley and Donaldson do their 
level best even On days when the rules are 
changed on them without notice, Canadian 
and British newspaper men can testify to 
that, just as the Americans who went to 
Ottawa can give a deserved compliment to 
G, Herbert Lash, Director of Public In- 


formation. 
No Moaning 


All that is of primary interest to news- 
paper men, but the attitude prevails on 
other matters: 

Item: In Ottawa there was no moaning 
about recent losses to the British Navy and 
no yelping about “what in the world is our 
navy doing now?” Instead, there was a 
huge outdoor bill board of a corvette and 
a sign flaunting Ottawa’s willingness to 
build one a month to enlarge the navy. 

Item: There was no wailing about the 
loss of Hong Kong. Instead, there was a 
disposition to regard its fall and the immi- 
nent fall of Manila as temporary setbacks 
that might hurt the Allies at the moment 
but could not affect the eventual outcome, 

Item: In Ottawa there was no tendency 
to regard 1942 as a year to fear. Instead, 
there was faith in Mr. Churchill’s predice 
tion that 1942 would be the year of cone 
solidation of the mighty forces that will 
bring victory in 1943, And there was unane 
imous adherence to a New Year's resolue 
tion made public by the Department of 
Munitions and Supply—a_ resolution to 
which timid souls in all the lands of the 
Axis foes might well subscribe. 


Churchill’s Day Of Odd Routine

Churchill, aged 67, has amazed the 
American public by his vitality. But still 
more he amazed White House aides who 
watched the odd routine of his personal 


life. 

“Winnie” Churchill did not heed the 
Ben Franklin maxim about early to bed 
and early to rise. His day did not begin 
until 10 in the morning. At that hour he 
wakened and plunged into the task of 
reading the papers, dictating memos, and 
seeing intimate advisers. 

At one o'clock he ate a tremendous 
lunch—with champagne. After lunch came 
a siesta, until four o'clock. After that, he 
worked furiously until eight. Into that 
four-hour period he packed more than 
most people can accomplish in a full eight- 
hour day. 

But “Winnie's” day had just begun. 
He drank a highball with dinner, and was 
ready for a long evening of conferences 
and reading and writing, working through 
most of the night. His associates fell away 
by midnight, and for the rest of the time, 
Churchill enjoyed the deep concentration 
that comes from working when the rest of 
the town is asleep. 

His “day” ended at four in the morn- 
ing, when he retired, to sleep until 10.

Pre- Marital 
Blood Tests 
Are Opposed 


CALGARY, Jan. 13—(CP)—A 
conference called Monday to dis- 
cuss means for a more effective 
control of venereal disease in the 


prov:nce, went on record as op- 
posed to compulsory pre-marital 
blood tests at this time. 

While admitting the importance 
of blood tests, the 40 representa- 
tives of the health departments, pro- 
vincial and civic, the army and the 
air force, agreed that the test was 
technically short of perfect. Several 
diseases cause biologic false posi- 
tive results and a _ considerable 
number of non-syphilitic persons 
would be caused undue alarm and 
delay in marriage. 


PROHIBIT OPERATION 

Another resolution urged munici- 
pal authorities to “take such steps 
as will prohibit the operation of 
any house of prostitution within the 
precincts of their jurisdiction and 
to take such measures as have been 
found effective in the prevention of 
soliciting on the streets, In public 
dance halls or other places of 
assembly and to adopt and carry 
out all necessary measures to stamp 
out prostitution from the commun- 
ity.” 

This resolution did not receive 
the unanimous support of the con- 
ference. Representatives from 
Medicine Hat and Lethbridge voted 
against it. 

It was pointed out in the pre- 
amble that the incidence of ven- 
ereal disease shows a decided in- 
crease in the community where 
these houses exist, as compared 
with other commuNities where 
such houses are prohibited. 

Dr, Harold Orr, director of the 
division of social hygiene for the 
province, led the discussions and 
Dr. M.-R. Bow, deputy minister of 
health, also was present. 

Since the establishment of the 
the venereal disease clinics in 1920, 
the incidence of the diseases had 
decreased from 16 per cent to 3.5 
per cent, Dr. Orr said. . 

The most recent survey made in 
1989, showed Edmonton had three 
per cent, Calgary six per cent and 
Lethbridge 10 per cent, he said. 


CANNOT EXAMINE 
Calgary chief of police S. J. Pat- 
terson deplored the fact that a 
woman, infected with a venereal 
disease, but not a recognized pros- 
titute, could not be compelled to 
submit to an examination. In some 
cases, he said, a vagrancy charge 
could be brought against her, but 
when the suspect was employed, 
this method could not be used. 
This problem had now been 
provided for, said Dr. Harold Orr. 
Legislation recently passed, he 
said, provided that on the strength 
of a sworn affidavit by a person 
who had become infected, a health 
official could first send out a re- 
quest, and then a warrant, for the 
person suspected of being a source 
of infection te submit to a med- 
a examination. 
litary medical authorities re- 
ported success in tracing the sources 
of infection among men in uniform. 
Dr. Orr said that out of 86 cases 
in the Edmonton district, the source 
of infection had been found in 46. 
In Military District 13, Lieut.-Col. 
A. C. Cooper Johnson declared, 80.1 
per cent of the alleged sources were 
traced. 


McNair Questions 
Service Limitation 


SAINT JOHN, N.B., Jan. 13 — 
(CP)—Canada’s limitation of com- 
pulsory military duties to service in 
the dominion was questioned by 
Premier J. B. McNair in an address 
here Monday night. 

“In the United Kingdom, in other 
portions of the British Common- 
wealth of nations and in the United 
States, unrestricted military service 
is provided for,” he said. “Can we 
afford, as a nation, to apply a lesser 
measure to our contribution? 

“Canada has been described as 
the ‘linch-pin’ of the English- 
speaking world. Can we hope to 
continue our historic mission, to 
maintain our status as the liaison, 
the interpreter, between the rest 
of the empire and our great 


least half the wealth therein. 

As government experts worked 
on figures for the 1942-43 budget 
today there were indications that 
about 60 per cent of the national in- 
come would be required for war 
and normal government expendi- 
tures, 

In plain dollars and cents, the 
dominion bureau of - statistics 
checking over records found that 
war expenditures for the 12 months 
to November, 1941, ran at the rate 
of $98 per capita. But the rate has 
been increasing. If the latest month 
recorded, November, were consid- 
ered alone, the per capita cost of 
the war was $125. 


PER CAPITA COST 

Since November the per capita 
cost is believed to have increased 
and wil] still be increasing when 
the fiscal year ends on March 31. 

While ‘taxation requirements 
have increased there has been 
more on which taxation might 
draw. For the calendar year 1941, 
national income was estimated at 
$5,219,000,000, a gain of $435,000,- 
000 over 1940. On the fiscal year 
basis, 1941-42 income may exceed 
$6,900,000,000, i¢ was said. 

War expenditures were establish- 
ed by adding war appropriations 
announced monthly by the govern- 
ment. For the year ending last 
Nov. 30 they totalled $1,131,000,000 
For 11 months of 1940, the March 
figures not being announced, they 
totalled $519.688,000. In establish- 
ing the war expenditures the 
amount of about $900,000,000 for 
British government financing in 
Canada was not included. 


NEW SECURITY ISSUES 

Assets in the form of munitions 
plants, warships, guns, airplanes 
and other equipment are obtained 
from some part of the war expend- 
itures, but the remainder in the 
form of requirements such as pay 
and allowances, ammunition and 
food in final outlay by the dom- 
inion. 

The Canadian financial picture 
for the year ending March 31 
showed an estimated $1,450,000,000 
for direct expenditures to which 
fs added the $900,000,000 for Brit- 
ish financing. To this total of 
$2,350,000,000 for war purposes is 
added $470,000,000 for debt 
charges, relief expenditures, 
wheat and other expenditures, 
making a sum of $2,820,000,000 in 
all. 


To meet these charges, the gov- 
ernment looks fo¥ $1,500,000,000 
from taxes and duties and the re- 
mainder from botrowing in the 
form of new security issues, War 
Savings Certificates and the like.

Eight Airmen Are 
Killed In Crashes 


CHARLOTTETOWN, Jan. 13— 
(CP)--Eight airmen of the Royal 
and Royal Canadian Air Forces 
plunged to death Monday in Prince 
Edward Island, seven of them in 
the crash of two planes ‘after a 
collision near Charlottetown, 

The single known Canadian vic- 
tim among the eight was LAC. C. L. 
McIntyre, 24-year-old Montrealer, 
who cracked up on a solo night 
flight during a snow flurry near 
Summerside. He was a-student at 
the R.C.A.F.’s No, 90 Service Flying 
Training School there. 

Six of the seven who died after 
the fatal plunge of two R.A.F, 
trainers three miles from here were 
from the United Kingdom. Group 
Capt. E. A, Blake, officer command- 
ing the R.A.F. genera! reconnais- 
Sance school at the Charlottetown 
airport—where the planes had their 
home base—said he could not say if 
the seventh man was a Canadian. 

Names of the R.A.F. victims were 
withheld pending notification of 
their relatives.

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NE by one, science has solved a heap of important problems for us 
0 put it is only during the last two or three years that scientists have 
made any real progress on one of man’s oldest and toughest problems— 
how to catch fish when you want them 

Since the time our antediluvian ancestors decided to quit playing 
Tarzan in the trees, men have been cussing and scratching their heads 
over tempermental fish, Volume after volume of profound studies have 
been produced that attempted to account for the perverse habits of fish. 
Every possible reason from the influence of the moon and atmospheric 
pressure down to fastidious tastes in seasonable bugs has been advanced 
tu explain why a fish will bite at one time and not at another.

It was about six years ago that Swingle got fed up on going fishing 
and catching nothing and persuaded his boss, Dean J. M. Funchess that a 
little experimenting should be done on this matter at the Alabama ex- 
perimental farm, That day should be made an annual holiday on which 
every man, woman and child is entitled to go fishing in commemoration 
of man finally gaining mastery over the fish that had defied him from 
the dawn of time. 


You Do It With Fertilizer 


N those six years of work, Swingle and Dean Funchess have developed 
| a pond in which they absolutely guarantee you can catch a limit of 
“ten bass in an hour. Furthermore, hundreds of similar ponds are now in 
the possession of Alabama farmers. Such scientifically stocked and tend- 
ed ponds yield up to 600 pounds of fish a year—more meat than an acre 
of pasture will produce in beef or mutton, 


The secret is simple. You find or construct a suitable pond, fer- 
tilize the water in it with ordinary land fertilizer, stock it with 
fingerlings of various species in a certain ratio to each other, wait 
a few months and then catch all the fish you want whenever you 
want them, 


For an average family, a pond of from one to two acres in area is 
the best size. Then for each acre of pond, you apply 100 pounds of com- 
mercial 6-8-4 fertilizer with 10 pounds of nitrate of soda. You broadcast 


this fertilier on the water, going no closer to the shore than one foot | 


deep. You do this once a week for three weeks. 

This fertilizer nourishes microscopic water plants that are ealen 
directly by several species of fish and also furnish food for insects, tad- 
poles, crawfish and other small things upon which the rest of the fish 
feed. First applications are made in the spring. ‘ 


They Grow Six Times As Fast 


OU then go get your fish from a hatchery. Don't get all of one specie 
and don’t get too many. Swingle has found you get the best re- 
sults from stocking 1,500 bream and 100 bass to the acre. Also the fin- 
gerlings of both specie should be the same size so that they get an equal 
start. 


A fertilized pond will produce a five pound bass in three years, 
while an unfertilized one takes five years to produce a one-pound 
bass, 


Swingle has also found that the more you fish these ponds, the 
better the production is. The bigger fish generetly rush jn to take the hook 
and this leaves more food for the smaller ones not hooked ? 

Ten to 14 applications of fertilizer are made each year to the pond 
with the total cost running to between $15 and $20 an acre. 

Don't put any large brood fish into a pond. Overstocking results 
when they spawn and overstocking is one of the major reasons the blame 
things won't bite when you want them to. Swingle has also found that 
poor fishing in old ponds is not due to lack of sufficient brood stock, but 
usually ‘to the presence of considerable numbets of large fish that are 
too wily to bite and which eat up most of the small fish produced in the 
pond, 


Swingle advises fishermen to train their ponds every few years 
and remove all but the correct proportion of smaller fish. Contrary to 
general belief, weeds should not be allowed to grow along the shore. 


So there you are folks. Six hundred pounds of ‘fighting bass a 
season for the cost of only $15 and a few days work.

It is probable a definite policy 
will be decided in a few days but 
possibly will not be announced until 
parliament opens, 

In speaking of “manpower”, of- 
ficials have emphasized that the 
term embraces womanpower and 
increased use of women in war in- 
dustry is receiving steady considera- 
tion, it was said. 

Reports were current that plans 
had been drawn up for rapid re- 

placement by women of some 
200,000 men in Canadian indus- 
trial plants. These reports lacked 
official confirmation and suthor- 
ities emphasised that women 
would only enter industry in 
gradual fashion: i 
The department of national war 

services has the machinery for ad- 
ministering the compulsory calling 
up of men for military service and 
is doing that work continuously, 
operating through regional war ser- 
vices boards, i 

Whatever machinery ig decided 
upon to effect a more complete 
mobilization will call for co-ordin- 
ation of these now separate ac‘ivi- 
ties. One suggestion believed to be 
under consideration is the transfer 
of the whole job to the labor de- 
partment, 


REGIONAL BOARDS 

Another is understood to be a 
System whereby the regional war 
services boards now operating to 
call men up for military training 
would be increased in number. and 
made to represent both the labor 
department in its concern to obtain 
men for essential civilian jobs and 
the war services department with 
forces, ‘ 

In connection with the mobiliza- 
tion plan itself it is undertood the 
teridency is to favor proceeding by 
classes according to age, domestic 
status and sex rather than by in- 
dustries, 

This might involve calling all 
single men and widowers up to the 
age of 45 before boards as an 
initial step. An inquiry would 
then be made into the abilities of 
each, and those whom the board 
should find more useful in other 
pursuits than in those in which 
they were then engaged would be 
ordered to make a change. 

After the single men and widow. 
ers were checked over the boards 
would proceed to deal with other 
classes—single women, married men 
without children, married women 
without children, married persons 
with children and so on according 
to an arranged schedule, 

A plan of proceeding by Indus- 
tries or businesses is knqwn to have 
been considered also.

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Zoning Bylaw Violations Will Result In Prosecutions 


Treasury Bill, 
Bond Maturity 
Faces Alberta 


While the principal maturity 
will be defaulted, as with other 
maturities the province has been 
unable to meet since 1936, the Al- 
berta government will continue to 
pay interest at half the coupon 
tate on a bond issue of $1,250,000 
which comes due January 15, 

These debentures are part of a 
maturity of $5,759,000 of bonds and 
treasury bills, including a treasury 
bill issued for $4,500,000, the first 
maturities af 1942, all coming due on 
this date. 

The bonds were issued at a coupon 
rate of four and one-half per cent, 
payable in Canada and the United 
States. The treasury bill, issued by 
the Dominion to the province, bears 
interest at three per cent. and was 
given when funds were borrowed 
for unemployment relief. 

Application has been made to 
the federal government for re- 
newal of the treasury bill but no 
reply has been received, an official 
stated. 


The province has borrowed a total 
of some $26,000,000 from the Do- 
minion for unemployment relief, 
giving treasury bills as maturity. 

In recent years these have been 
renewed as they came due but, be- 
fore a renewal was granted last 
year, a statement of the financial 
position of the Province was re- 
quired. 


City Council Decides 
On Action Following 
Report By Inspector 


City council voted unanimously Monday night to institute 
prosecutions in 16 cases where violations of the zoning bylaw 
have taken place in violation of the zoning appeal board’s 
rulings and adopted a policy of continued prosecutions where 
evidence of breach of the regulations is obtained. 


Council had before it a report Dairy Speaker 


by John Martland, city architect 
and inspector of buildings, stat- 
ing that there were 18,103 dwell- 
ings in Edmonton. In the zones 
reserved for one-family dwell- 
ings there are 1,010 houses con- 
taining more than one family, Of 
these 216 were occupied and used 
prior to 1933 but, since that date 
Just 41 hed been approved for 
this type of occupancy by the ap- 
peal board. This left 753 build- 
ings being used contrary to the 
soning bylaw. Of this number 16 
had been refused by the soning 
appeal board. 

Council dealt with recommenda- 
tions made by a joint meeting of 
the city commissioners, town plan- 
ning commission and zoning appeal 
board, urging immediate prosecu- 
tion of these 16 cases and a policy of 
continued enforcement of the zon- 
ing bylaw by prosecutions. 

“These 16 cases are ones that 
were refused permission to build 
duplex houses or suites, but I be- 
lieve a far larger number went 
ahead without even asking,” Ald. 
H. D, Ainlay said. 

“Well, it may be that those who 
inquired went ahead knowing the 
law, while the others may have 
been ignorant of it,” Ald. Guy 
Patterson, K.C., said. 

“Many quatified contractors have 
done this work and they know the 
law,” Mr. Ainlay said. “Several 
years ago I urged prosecution which 
would result in tearing down any 
buildings which infringed the by- 
laws.” 


PARTICULAR CASES 

“These particular cases are ones 
where the public objected,” Ald. 
F. J, Mitchel] said. 

“Well, I don't like to see these 
people make a monkey out of the 
city,” eald Ald. Ainlay. 

“As for contractors knowing the 
law,” Ald. Parsons said, “there are 
many people doing building in the 
city who, unless the bylaw was 
translated for them, couldn't read it. 
But I believe we should prosecuté 
people because they don't obey the 
law and not just when there are 
complaints.” 

“Whenever an appeal is made by 
a builder for a different type of 
building to that allowed in the zone 
where he wishes to build, the 
residents within a certain distance 
are notified. If there is no objection, 
the board sometimes allows the 
builder to go ahead, but not al- 
ways,” City Solicitor T. E. Garside, 
K.C., explained. 

“The thing that riled me,” said 
Ald. S. Bowcott, “was that this 
had gone on for so many years.” 


SHOULD PROSECUTE 

“We should prosecute whether 
the neighbor objects or not,” said 
Ald. Parsons. 

“If you prosecute all past in- 
fractions, a great many people will 
be out on the streets with no place 
to live,” Ald. A. Bisset suggested. 

“Yes, but this all started by let- 
ting people make their houses into 
suites because times were hard and 
they said it was difficult to pay 
the taxes on their large homes,” 
said Ald. Ainlay. “We are never 
going to clean up this mess as long 
as we take that attitude.” 

“The idea is to stop it being a 
continuing offence,” said Acting 
Mayor J. H. Ogilvie. 

“But it should be known that we 
are not condoning any past 
offences,” Ald. Bisset added. 

The meeting voted unanimously 
to proceed with prosecutions in the 
16 specific cases and to start rigid 
enforcement of the bylaw.

Every mother has to get acquaint- 
ed with the strange and unexpected 
behavior of her new treasure. Be- 
ing a novice at the game, she is 
inclined to interpret baby’s be- 
havior as she would similar behav- 
for in an adult, 

But babies 
babies sneeze, for instance, without 
this being the preliminary symp- 
‘tom of a cold. Small irritating bits 
of the woo] from baby’s sweaters, or 
just the particles which float in the 
air, may set baby’s sensitive nostrils 
to tingling and a mild ha-chew re- 
sults, These explosive sounds, to 
which all babies are addicted, need 
not send their mothers for the cam- 
phorated oil bottle 

Bables hiccup a lot. 
sound every parent is sure to 
find her mind scuttling to half- 
remembered stories of the fatal 
significance of hiccups in a very 
sick person. She feels she ought 
to be doing something drastic 
about them. The best treatment is 
a spoonful or more of clear water. 
It stops the hiccups, presumably 
because It washes away from 
baby’s throat the partially regur- 
gitated soured milk which its ir- 
ritating it. 

And we 
who do not look upon this regur- 
gitation of soured milk as some- 
thing particularly undesirable. “He 
vomitted and it smelled as sour as 
cheese,” she relates, as if that sour- 
ness alone were cause for anxiety. 

Actually, 15 minutes after milk 
reaches the baby’s stomach it 
should be partially acidified. The 
digestive juices of the stomach 
pour in upon it, reducing it to an 
acid state so that it may leave the 
stomach. The vomiting may be im- 
portant and significant, but not the 
acidified condition of the stomach 
contents, That is natural. 

There is one more type of baby 
conduct which worries his mother. 
That is, the violent way in which 
baby jumps when a loud sound as- 
sails his ears. Not only does he 
jump, but his hands fly up in a 
characteristic gesture, giving a per- 
fect picture of fright and nervous- 
ness. 


REDUCE NOISE

shattering noises, because they do 
frighten him The sudden peal of a

I don't know how many food fads 
started, but they surely have stuck. 
In spite of the national nutrition 
program, a good many of these 
notions linger on.

the kidneys; that white meat is less 
harmful than red, and such old 
fashioned ideas that cheese is “bind- 
ing” and that eggs are toxis. 

Any wholesome food combines 
well with any other wholesome 
Tood. You can make a delicious 
flip with half orange juice and 
half milk. And there's nothing 
wrong with a scalloped fish dish 
in which milk is used. 

There is now all kinds of scien- 
tific evidence that meat, red or 
whice, does not injure the kidneys, 
cause high blood pressure, harden- 
ing of the arteries, or any of the 
other ails for which it has been 
blamed. And certainly red meat is 
just as easily digested as white 
meal, In fact, meat is now on thé 
list of protective foods. And the 
meat organs—liver, heart and kid- 
neys—which used to be discarded 
are the righest sources of certain 
vitamins, particularly A, Bl, and B2, 

Cheese is another of the moat 
valuable protective foods. It fur- 
nishes protein, calcium, phosphorus 
and Vitamin A. We do not use near- 
ly enough cheese in our Canadian 
diet. 

As for eggs being toxic—well, | 
only wish that everyone in Canada 
could have an egg every day. 

The reason it is so important to 
toss out these food notions is this:

The C.W.A.A.F. is not an auxi- 
liary but a part of the Royal Cana- 
dian Air Force. Its officers hold 
the King’s commission just as R. C. 
A. F. officers do and are therefore 
entitled to the salutes of airmen 
and officers of lowe; rank, as well 
as soldiers, sailors and officers of 
lower rank in the other 
forces. 

The C.W.A.C. as an auxiliary to 
the army requires its members to 
salute only the C. W. A. C. officers 
and army officers connected with 
the administration of the C. W. A.C, 

Men of the armed forces are not 
required to salute members of the 
C. W. A. C. but may give courtesy 
salutes if they desire. Members of 
the C. W. A. C. may return cour- 
tesy salutes.
